Panama. Nov. 18.—President 
Taft 
sailed on the cruiser Tennessee for 
Charleston. 
He will stop at Guautan 
ainu, Cuba, tomorrow afternoon to In 
sp e d the naval base there. 
On the way home the president will 
dictate his message. 
The president 
has received no general news I rom 
the United d a t e s and is anxious to 
get in touch again with affairs at 
Washington. 
Mr. Taft looked over the Pacific 
division of the canal, and from a leg New Oat* 
examined the completed section. 
Th si 
is the president's fifth visit to the isih-| 
mtis, and his popularity among the 
canal workers is everywhere mani­ 
fested. 
Just to show him special honor the 
men turned in arid broke all division 
records for laying ol concrete at Gatun 
dam. making a total for the day of 
4975 cubic yards. 
The president made a speech at a 
dinner given in his honor by Presi­ 
dent Arosemena. of Panama, in which 
he ridieuied the report that the United 
States was Contemplating the annexa 
Hon of PRhalnt. 
This was published, and excited the 
earnest appreciation of the people, 
who seized upon every opportunity to 
show their friendliness toward .Mr. 
Taft and the American government. 
Iii his speech he said: 
"The treaty between the two coun­ 
tries makes the 
United States the 
guarantors of the Integrity of thi Pan­ 
ama 
republic, aud therefore, 
in 
a 
sense, the guardian of the liberties of 
lier iieople. secured by its constitu­ 
tion. Our responsibility, therefore, for 
your government requires us closely 
to observe the louise of conduit by 
those selected as the officials of your 
government after they are selected, 
and to insist that they be selected ac­ 
cording to law.

Won’t Annex Panama. 


"All this makes us especially inter* 
forested in what is done in your gov 
eminent, but this relation neither calic 
for nor permits annexation. 
"We do not wish any further respon­ 
sibility in respect to your government 
than is necessary in the tarrying out 
of our purpose to construct and main­ 
tain this canal. 
We have no de ire 
to add to th* territory under our hi is. 
diction, except as the operation ut toe 
canal may require it. 
"We have guaranteed your integrity 
as a republic, and for us to annex ter­ 
ritory would be to violate that guar 
anti-e. and nothing would justify it on 
our part so long as Panama perform* ii 
her part under the treaty. 
"I wish to make this statement as 
emphatic as possible, because im-* 
sponsible persons, without the slight­ 
est Iou Dilation Iii fact, have start* J a 
rumor that my visit to the isthmus is 
for the 
purpose promoting annexa- 
tion, when nothing could b*- further 
from the truth. 
"Panam a « annot be too proajieiou , 
too healthy, too strong a government 
tor the United States, aud I know ! 
speak the unanimous voice of the |*eo 
pie of the United Hiatus when I sa1’ 
that they would be most ret in tan t to 
have to take over tin* responsibilities 
of government beyond the (anal zoo*-, 
ami would feel utterly dishonored in 
so doing unless there was some con­ 
duct on the part of the Panaman peo­ 
ple which left them no other possible 
course.

The naval station at Guantanamo. 
Cuba, where President Taft will stop 
on his way home from tile Isthmus of 
Panama is United States soil, although 
in Cuba. 
It was ceded to tile I n t* if 
States at the close of the war with 
Spain for use as a naval station, and 
plans are beiug made to inak* it one 
of the greatest in the world. 
Thus 
President 
Taft 
will not hr 
leaving United States territory bv this 
visit. 
His going into the city of Pan 
ama, however, was a departure from 
the usual custom that 
a president 
should remain In territory over which 
flies the American flag. 
This was the 
second time President Taft departed 
from this custom, the first being a year 
ago, w lieu he crossed th«* Texas iHirder 
into Mexico to greet President Diaz

CANADIAN PARLIAMENT 


Earl Grey Favor* Tariff Agreement 
With United States. 
Ottawa, Ont.. 
N o v . 18.—The third 
session of the eleventh parliament of 
Canada was opened with much cere­ 
mony bv Earl Grey, the governor gen 
eral. King George’* personal represen­ 
tative, w ho was driven to the pal Ha 
merit buildings and escorted by dra 
goons. 
The speech from the throne, after 
referring to the death of King Ed 
ward, referred to the great growth ot 
prosperity in Canada, the acquisition 
of the Niobe and Rainbow for the new 
navy, the decision of The Hague tri­ 
bunal in the fisheries case, the prog­ 
ress of the construction of the national 
transcontinental railway, ami the pro 
pos**d construction of the Hudson Bav 
railway. 
In conclusion, the speech re­ 
ferred to the reciprocity question as 
follows: 
"The desirability of more equitable 
tariff arrangements between the Unit­ 
ed States and Canada has long been 
felt on this side of the border. 
The 
commercial policy of the republic has 
not 
hitherto 
favored 
Imports from 
Canada. 
We have bought largely from 
tile 
United 
States, 
but they have 
bought less from tis in return. 
“It is gratifying to find that a more 
liberal policy is now favored by th*- 
neighboring country, and that the gov­ 
ernment at Washington express a de­ 
sire to establish better trade relations 
with the dominion 
Following the no 
got tat ions 
which 
took 
place 
some 
months ago between the president of 
the I nited States and my government, 
the results of which wert* communi­ 
cated to parliament at the time, a 
further conference between represen­ 
tative* of the two countries has been 
held at Ottawa. 
While no conclusions 
have been reached, and no formal pro­ 
posals adopted, the free discussion of 
the subjeit that has taken place en 
courages my government to hope that 
at an ear! 
day, without ani sarri 
fie* ©* Canada’s interests, an arrange 
* lent may be made which will admit 
rmny of the products of the dominion 
Into the United States on satisfactory 
terms."

Denver, Col., Nov. 18.— Ralph John­ 
stone was killed by a drop of 8*10 lect 
in his runaway biplane at Overland 
Lark. 
He tried to remove his h Imet 
atter he struck the earth, gave a lew 
short

expired. 
Nearly 
every bone in his body was broken. 
From the time he lost control of the 
machine uutil It struck the ca 
1 It 
turned 
three complete 
somersaults, 
and it is a question whether something 
broke or whether the machine was 
broken by the strain of these evolu­ 
tions before it 
struck tin 
ground. 
When tne crowd saw the mac hine 
whirling downward there was a scat­ 
tering, and the space on which it fell 
was clear of people until tne (rash. 
Then there was a rush to the spot 
where Johnstone's crushed and bloody 
laxly lay. 
Police were the first a his 
side and lifted the motor which bure 
him down. Then the crowd was driven 
bark and a canvas stretcher secured 
to remove the body. Forced backward 
by the officers, the crowd next rushed 
to where the lighter farts of the ma­ 
chine lay in a tangled heap thirty 
feet away, and before the police could 
prevent It the framework and every­ 
thing had been broken or torn to bits 
an*! < airted away by souvenir fiends.

Johnstone had been doing maun ti 
cent work in th* air for two days, aud 
previous to the act (dent had soared 
away from the patk aud taken a til d 
over Fort Logan, several miles ills 
taut, while Hoxsey and Brookins were 
manoeuvring over the park. \Vh» n the 
crowd saw him returning at an alt!- 
tudeof about 8'M) b e t there was a 
great cheer. 
As he gracefully dipped 
his machine in response he was again 
Cheered, and he then began making a 
spit at dc-Meat to Bk- starting ground 
in the park, and then it was noticed 
that

mat bine 
wobbled 
s *veral 
times. 
Suddenly the aeroplane swerv­ 
ed, darted toward the ground aud atter 
turning three somersault* struck the 
earth with terrific force. 
During the descent Johnstone could 
been seen clutching the levers about 
his scat, while the frightened ape -ta 
tors wondered if by some cosine he 
couldn t right his machine and rave 
himself from death. 
When the ai rplane struck the spec­ 
tators rushed from the grand stand 
and paddock and literally mobbed one 
another trying to ascertain the fate of 
the daring airman.

New York, Nov. IS.—Lee P. Wood 
ward, forty-nine years old, a eo!l< gc 
graduate and a member of an old and 
honored Pennsylvania family, was sen 
fenced to five years at Slug S.ng and 
adjudged 
an 
habitual 
criminal 
by 
Judge Malone. 
It was an affidavit from Woodward’* 
divorced wife that caused the judge 
to give the prisoner the limit for hD 
offense. 
Last February, Woodward, who was 
then living at Cblutnbus, N. Y„ passed 
a bad chuck for $d9 drawn on the Fifth 
Avenue bank, upon a Broadway clo fl­ 
ing firm. 
He wasn’t captured until a 
few days ago. He pleaded guilty, hop­ 
ing to esoa|>e heavy punishment, but 
the judge looked up hts record and 
found that It couldn't be a blat ber 
one. 
In 11*00 he was sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment; in 1901 he was 
sent up for two years from Phtladel 
phin, and In 1903 In* was sentenced to 
two years at Sing Sing for a forgery 
committed here.

Our 
son, now twenty-one years old, joins 
me In appealing to you to Inflict upftft 
him stub punishment as will In your 
wisdom lelb vc us and society from 
the menace of bls prescor e. Our only 
daughter, who died at sixteen, told me 
on her deathbed that her father’s * on- 
duct had broken her hrort and filler! 
her life with shame, and that 
she 
didn’t care whether she lived or died ”

warned him that under the habitue 
rtimlnal ar ts lf be should ever br* ar­ 
rester! again In this state for any 
crime he would be summarily seat to 
prison for life.
